All wheat and wheat products will 
be barred from the menus of Atlanta 
hotels and restaurants, commencing 
April 14, as the result of action taken 
yesterday afternon at a meeting held 
in the convention hall of the Piedmont 
hotel, which was called by William C. 
Royer, state chairman of hotels and 
restaurants for the Georgia food ad- 
ministration. 

This means that no bread having any 
percentage of wheat will be served, 
thus barring victory bread, and various 
breakfast foods which are made of 
wheat products. In their place Atlan- 
tans will have to be satisfied with dif- 
ferent kinds of substitutes, which it is 
stated will be in the city in sufficient 
quantity by April 14 to supply all de- 
mands. Among the substitutes to be 
used will be rice flour, potato flour, rye, 
barley and others. This prohibition will 
remain in effect as long as the United 
States food administration deems it 
necesary. 

Practically every hotel and restau- 
rant in the city was represented at the 
meeting which was one of the most 
enthusiastic held by restaurant men in 
thé interest of food conservation.

ment of labor. While the primary pur- 
pose of the new program is the “puri- 
fication” of the second, third and fourth 
classes of registrants who are not en- 
gaged in any productive industry, at- 
tention also would be given to lower 
sections of class one, and the effect its 
framers believe, would be to solve the 
nation’s labor problem and largely in- 
crease the output of the necessities of 
life. ; 

The proposal would utilize the draft 
machinery for putting industrial slack- 
érs to work. Every registered man 
who has been granted deferred classi- 
fication would be given to understand 
that such deferment its not a legal 
right, but a privilege, and that if un- 
fair advantage is taken of that privi- 
lege it will be summarily revoked. 

To Identify Idlers.

New York, April 5—(Special.)—-The 
battle for Amiens is on. 

Firmly checked upon both flanks, 
the Germans are now making a des- 
perate effort to break through in the 
allied center, in the direction of 
Amiens. Two weeks ago they attack- 
ed on a front of fifty miles; today they 
are attacking in a front of less -than 
twenty. To these narrower limits the 
great drive to destroy British military 
power has been constructed. The bat- 
tle of Picardy has thus diminished to 
a battle of Amiens. 

The parallel of the Marne will have 
occurred to every one at the present 
momént. In September, 1914, the Ger- 
mans, checked on their left flank about 
Verdun, and thrown backwards on 
their right flank towards Paris, assail- 
ed the French center at La Fere Cham- 
penois, with full fury and drove Gen- 
eral Foch southward for many miles. 
It is interesting to recall now, Foch’s 
comment at that critical moment of 
the Marne. “Things must be going 
very badly somewhere else,” said he;

Germans Failed to Renew 
Assaults on French North 
of Montdidier— Berlin 
Claims 90,000 Prisoners 
Captured. 


New York, April 5.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—In a battle which has lasted since 
Thursday, and which probably is con- 
tinuing with utmost fury, the Ger- 
mans have been hurling massed divi- 
sions against the British lines north 
and south of Albert. Probably there 
has not been a more sanguinary battle 


fought since the beginning of the.Teu- ~ 


tonic offensive March 21 than this, 
which has for its objective the driv- 
ing of a wedge between the British 
and French armies, the cutting of the 
Paris-Amiens railroad south of Amiens 
and the capture of that city. 

The Germans, following their heavy 
attacks against the French on Thurs- 
day, did not resume their operations 
north of Montdidier on Friday and the 
French, by vigorous counter thrusts, 
succeeded in improving their positions 
at several points. 

In spite of the power of the German 
attack and the desperation of the fight- 
ing, the entente allied legions have 
stood firm over the most of their 
front. At only two pointa have they 
}been forced to give ground, and these 
seem, on the map, to be only minor 
successes when compared with the sac- 
rifice of lives which they have cost. 
Just to the southwest of Albert, the 
British have withdrawn a short dis- 


resistance, and northwest on either 
bank of the Avre and along the 
Amiens-Roye road against the French 
covering Amiens.

“I believe it is fundamental that if 
this is to remain a free country, the 
people shall have just as much right 
to advocate peace as war,” declared 
Senator Hartwick. He was afraid that 
because of some of the language in 
this bill, some of those rights would 
be impaired, adding he believed the 
people would serve the country more 
loyally if those rights were retained 
than if they were taken away. He 
said such bills give the impression 
that the American people are disloyal. 

“In times of war, the people go 
hysterical,” the Georgia senator con- 
tinued, “and even the executive and 
legislative bodies are not exempt. 

“It is better,” he said, “to go along 
carefully and not confer powers that 
are so broad that they not:only affect 


American citizens as well.”

Hundreds of Atlantans visited the 
two war exhibit trains standing on the 
tracks at the Union depot Friday aft- 
ernoon loaded with war relics ready for 
a tour of the sixth district in the in- 
terest of the third Liberty Loan cam- 
paign, which opens this morning. 

The exhibita include French aero- 
planes and German battle planes; the 
famous French “75’s” that yhave made 
trench life a constant dread for the 
Germans; captured German guns of 
various types, trench mortars, Zeppe- 
lin bombs, hand grenades and a variety 
of other relics from the battlefields of 
France, together with a complete ius- 
sortment of ordnance equipment from 
Camp Gordon, arranged by Major Wor- 
cester, division ordnance officer. In 
addition scores of large photographs of 
scenes in the battle zone are hung vn 
the walls of the cars. 

Nearly every relic on exhibition has 
a history, and some of it is as thrilling 
as any yet furnished by the war. One 
of the most prized relics the train will 
carry is the motor from the airplane 
of Pegoud, one of the most brilliant 
and daring aviators of France.

5,000 Negroes and 925 White 
Men Have Now Reported 
to Army Cambs. 


Movement of 5,925 drafted Georgians 
to the military camps was completed 
Friday, according to Major Joel B. 
Mallet, selective service officer for the 
state. teports were on file at his of- 
fice irom nearly every section of the 
State reporting the delivery to camps 
of the men called from each board's 
territory. 

There were 5,000 negroes in the 
movement and only 925 white men. Of 
the negroes, 4,000 were sent to Camp 
Gordon and 1,000 to Camp Riley, Kan, 
the latter in special trains, but with- 
out army guard as is furnished many 
troop trains bearing selected men. The 
negroes had been put upon their honor 
to complete the trip. 

Reports from examining boards of 
every district indicated that the physi- 
cal status of the men just sent from 
above the average. In 
every case they were powerful, strap- 
ping fellows, well suited for military 
life. Rigid examinations and inspec- 
tions had served to eliminate the prob- 
ably unfit. ; 

The 925 white men went to fill in the 
ranks at the camps where men have 
dropped out through physical disabil- 
ity, death, discharge or other cause. 
The negroes went to make new organ- 
izations. They constjtuted that part 
of the negroes of the first draft for 
which the government was not entire- 
ly prepared when the first draft was 
called.

ALLIES DETERMINED 
TO HOLD GERMANS

who are coming, 


allies have abandoned their Fabian tac- 
tics and now are prepared to give bat- 
tle to the Germans. They have fixed 
their lines about 12 miles east of the 
city of Amiens and it is evident that 
here they have turned at bay against 
the invaders. The contour of the coun- 
try back. of the allied lines lends it- 
self to defensive tactics. It is quite 
high and is of a character which com- 
pels attacking forces to expose them- 
selves to concentrations of fire from 
artillery and infantry. 

It is necessary for the Germans to 
break through the British and French 
lines in this region or to outflank the 
allies by a drive to the north and south 
of it. The fighting near Albert and 
north of Montdidier seems to have for 
its object the turning of the allied po- 
sitions. That the Albert and Moreuil 
sectors are vital to the allied defense is 
shown by the stern resistance main- 
tained there in the last two days. 

The dawning of the first anniversary 
of the entry of the United States into 
the war finds General Pershing’s vet- 
erans somewhere in the battle zone. 
How many are there, what units have 
been chosen for the fight and where 
they will make their first appearance 
it pot known. It is probable, how- 
ever, that an American army of some 
proportions is either actually in, the 
struggle or is held in reserve imme- 
diately behind the lines. 

In spite of the terrific strain to 
which they have been subjected, the 
allies have struck back at the Ger- 
mans and have regained some ground. 
One of these points is near Grivesnes, a 
short distance northwest of Montdidier, 
another near Hebuterne and another 
between Montdidier and Noyon, near 
the village of Orvillers-Sorel. It is in 
this latter region that the great allied 
counter attack has been expected to be 
launched. So far as reported, no in- 
fantry attacks have been made on this 
front by the Germans, but their ar- 
tillery has been very active as far east 
at Noyon. The line on the northern 
side of the salient also has been bom- 
barded heavily. 


BRITISH REPULSE 
HEAVY ATTACKS 
MADE BY TEUTONS 


London, April 5.—Strong attacks by 
the German infantry between the 
Somme and the vicinity of Bucquoy 
were delivered today, but met with vir- 
tually mo success, according to the 
British official communication issued 
this evening. Heavy casualties were 
inflicted on the Germans. 

The official statement reads: 

“This morning the activity of the 
enemy's artillery and trench mortars 
increased north of the Somme and 
was followed by a series of strong ih- 
fantry attacks along all of that por- 
tion of the battle front which lies be- 
tween the Sompfe and Bucquoy. The 
latest reports indicate these attacks 
met with virtually no’ success any-+ 
where and have rseulted in further 
‘heavy casualties to the enemy.” : 

“On the same front our troops car- 
ried out a successful attack in the 
neighborhood of Hebuterne. They 
took some 200 prisoners and a num- 
ber of machine guns. 

“South of the Somme there were no 
further attacks made on the British 
front by the enemy today. It is con- 
firmed that the fighting yesterday on 
this front was of:a most severe and 
persistent nature, the enemy making 
repeated assaults on our positions east 
of Villers-Bretonneux.” 


GAIN FOOTHOLD 
NEAR ALBERT. 


With the British Army in France,. 


April 5—<cBy the Associated Press. )— 
Hard fighting - was proceeding today 
north and south of Albert as the re- 
sult of a heavy attack by the Germans 
on the British lines alohg a front of 
9,000 yards between Aveluy and Der- 
nancourt.

According to the latest reports the 
Germans had succeeded in getting a 
foothold on a small ttiangular bit of 
territory just southwest of Albert, 
which»brought the attacking troops 
close to the Albert-Amiens railway. 


FRENCH IMPROVE . 
SEVERAL POSITIONS 
BY COUNTER DRIVES 


Paris, April 5.—The Germans did 
not resume their attacks north: of 
Montdidier during the course of the 


day. Our troops have by vigorous 
counter attacks succeeded in improv- 
ne their positions at several points, 
notably in the regions of ailly- 
Rameval and Cantigny, the north and 
west outskirts of which town are in 
our hands, says an official statement 
’ issued tonight. by the war office.. 

The statement reads: 

“The Germans did not resume their 
@ttacks on the front north of Mont- 
didier during the course of the day. 
Our troops have vigorously counter yf 
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tacked enemy and have s 
in improving their positions at several 
nts, notably in the region of Mailly- 
meval and Cantigny, the north, and 
west outskirts of which towns are in 
our hands. 

“The activity of both artilleries be- 
tween Lassigny and Noyon have been 
continuously. violent. A further gain 
}of ground: was realized this afternoon 
north of Mount Renaud. 

“Aviation: On Wednesday we brought 
down five German airplanes and one 
captive balloon was destroyed by fire. 
During Tuesday night and Wednesday 
our bombing squadrons made numerous 
sorties and 23,000 kilograms of pro- 
jectiles were dropped on cantonments, 
stations and enemy establishments. 
Fires were caused, notably in the sta- 
tions at Laon and St. Quentin. It is 
confirmed that from March 31 to April 
3 five other enemy airplanes were de- 
stroyed by our pilots. 

“Eastern Theater, -April 4.: Many 
enemy reconnaissance parties were dis<- 
persed on the Britis and Serbian 
front north of Monastir. Our artillery 
has carried out a heavy bombardment 
upon enemy batteries. The allied avi- 
ators have dropped 1,500 kilograms of 
explosives on the railroads at Vardar, 
Seres and Drama. An enemy airplane 
was shot down.” 


90,000 PRISONERS 
AND 1,300 GUNS. 
\ CLAIMED BY HUNS 


Berlin, April 5.—(Via London.)— 
There were only local infantry en- 
gagements on both sides of the Somme 
Friday, according to the German offi- 
cial comunication issued this evening. 
The statement says that the Gernians 
repubsed counter attacks during the 
day along the Avre river. 

The text of the comunication fol- 
lows: 

“There have been artillery duels and 
local infantry engagements on _ both 
sides of the Somme. Strong French 
counter attacks failed on the western 
bank of the Avre. 

“There has been lively artillery ac- 

tivity before Verdun.” 
Ninety thousand prisoners and more 
than 1,300 guns have been captured by 
the Germans in their offensive on the 
western front up to the present, says 
the German official communication is- 
sued today. 

The communication adds that the 
Germans gained successes south of the 
Somme and on .both sides of Moreuil 
Thursday, and that British and French 
reserves were repulsed in storming at- 
tacks. 

“In southern Russia the Germans 
have captured the town of Exkaterino- 
slav, an important commercial and in- 
dustrial center on the Dniper river, 250 
miles northeast of Odessa. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“After a hard struggle we have 
taken, between the Somme and the 
Luce rivers, Hamel and also the wood- 
ed districts northeast and southeast of 
Villers-Bretonneux and the Castle and 
Maillyeon the west bank of the Avre. 

“We attacked yesteraay south of the 
Somme and on both sides of Moreuil 
and routed the enemy out from his 
strong positions. English and French 
reserves advanced against our troops. 
Sana storming attack broke under our 
ire. 

“The enemy showed desperate re- 
sistance on the whole of the front. His 
losses are consequently unusually se- 
vere. We took several thousands of 
prisoners. 

“According to a completed calcula- 
tion, the number of prisoners brought 
in by the army of General von Hutier 
in the period from March 21 to March 
29, amounts to 51,218, and she captured 
guns 729. With these captures the 
whole booty up to the present has risen 
to more than 90,000 prisoners and more 
than 1,300 guns. 

“By way of reprisal for the continual 
bombardment for some days of our 
shelters in Laon we have taken Rheims 
under our fire. 

“In Champagne and on the east bank 
of the Meuse successful thrusts have 
brought us prisoners. Before Verdun 
the artillery battle, which had _in- 
creased during the day, was also lively 
during the night. 

“Eastern Theater: In the Ukraine we 
took from enemy bands on the Poltawa- 
Constantinograd railway, 28 -railway 
cars loaded with French rifles and am- 
munition, and more than a million ar- 
tillery shells. 
“In the Dnieper valley our advancing 
troops have taken Ekaterinoslav after 
an @¢ngagement.” » 


FORCES OF FRANCE 
HOLD POSITIONS 
AGAINST ATTACKS 


Paris, April 5.—German forces con- 
tinued their attacks during the night, 
says the official statement issued to- 
day by the war office. Despite the 
superiority of the German effectives, 
which the statement says were spent 
recklessly, the Teutons were unable to 
reach their objective, which was the 
railway from. Amiens to Clermont. 

The French regiments, by their re- 
sistance and counter attacks, maintain- 
ed the line in its entirety, the war of- 
fice announced. 

The French troops conquered the 
greater part of Epinette wood, north 
of- the town of rvillers-Sorel. All 
German efforts ‘to dislodge the French- 
men were in vain. 

The French captured St. Aignan farm, 
southeast of Grivesnes and held it 
against all assaults. To the north the 
French withdrew their positions to the 
west of Castel. They threw back the 
Germans from Arrire Courx wood, west 
of Mailly Rameval. 

The war office statement follows: 

“The Germans continued their at- 
tacks during the night with undimin- 
ished violence, throwing fresh forces 
into the battle. We have identified 
fifteen divisions on this part of the 
front, seven of them fresh ones. 

“Notwithstanding the marked supe- 
riority in the strength of the enemy 
forces, which the Germans used up 
recklessly, er did not obtain their 
objective, which was the railway from 
Amiens to Clermont, as is shown by 
documents found on prisoners. Frefich 
regiments, resisting step by step and 
counter attacking energetically, main- 
tained their line in its entirety and in- 
flicted cruel losses on the enemy. 

‘Meanwhile in the north the French 
withdrew their positions to the west of 
Castel. They ejected the Germans 
from Arriere Cour wood, west of Mail- 
ly-Rameval. Southeast of . Grivesnes 
a brilliant counter attack gave the 
French the St. Aignan farm, which they 
held against all assaults. 

“Between Montdidier and Noyon the 
artillery fighting became very intense. 
French troops attacked the German 
lines and obtained possession of the 
greater part of Epinette wood, 600 
yards north of Orvillers-Sorel. All ef- 
forts of the Germans to dislodge the 
French were vain. 

“Further east a local operation ena- 
bled the French to enlarge their posi- 
tions north of Mont Benaud, which the 
Germans, notwithstanding their false 
statements, were never able to take 
from the French.” 


SLIGHT ADVANCE . 
AGAINST BRITISH 
MADE BY GERMANS 


London, April 5.—The Germans this 
morning attacked the British forces on 
a wide front from Darnancourt, a few 
miles south of Albert, to Moyenville, 
north of the Somme, according to ge 
statement published by The Evening 
Standard. 

The chief points of attack, the news- 
paper says, were Dernancourt, Menin, 
Beaumont-Hamel, Briegury. and Moy- 
enneville. 

The Germans were repulsed with 
heavy losses, except at Dernancourt, 
where they made a slight gain. 

There has been no attack south of 
the Somme so far today, the statement 
says.

MUST CHECK HUNS 


OR LOSE CITY. 

The question of allied strategy is 
now squarely raised. Any further 
considerable advance of the Germans 
toward Amiens will put that city in 
greatest peril. If there be German 
advances of a few miles the allies will 
have to choose between counter attack 
and the evacuation of the city. On 
the other hand, it may easily be seen 
that Foch is waiting until the Ger- 
mans have made the greatest possible 
sacrifice in trying to get Amiegs be- 
fore the counter’ attacks. 

The German position now is one 
calling either for advance or for re- 
treat. Both flanks are exposed over 
wide distances and counter blows di- 
rected at Bapaume and Roye, which 


were even moderately successful, 
would imperil the safety of the troops 
on the point of their wedge facing 
Amiens. 

It seems probable that the allies 
have, for the moment, exhausted their 
immediate reserves in stopping the 
first German rush and manning the 
reatly exhausted lines “the new 
ront. But, the American troops who 
are coming up, the French troops fre- 
lieved by the other American troops, 
who have gone into the trenches south 
of Verdun, and British troops who 
probably have been brought over from 
England, must constitute an eventual 
reserve, capable of delivering heavy 
blows at no distant time. 

The new phase of the German of- 
fensive which has opened, carries no 
such threat to the allies as did the 
first. The Germans seem to have re- 
nounced their effort to woe yg, ge 
British mhilitary establishment y a 
single blow, just as they had to re- 
nounce the attempt’ to take Verdun by 
one terrific push. At Verdun the 
made very considerabl® gains, whic 
took them within four miles and a 
half of the city itself, but once their 
first rush was over they did not suc- 
ceed in going forward another mile 
and a half in six months of desperate 
fighting. This has beeen the history 
of the ema offensives of the past in 
the west. 


RETIREMENT: OF 
GENERAL GOUGH. 
Now, a word as to the retirement of 


General Gough. ; 
A year ago Gough was regarded as 
the coming man in the British army. 


His failure two weeks ago is only dim-/| 


ly grasped as yet, but it would seem 
that the only weakness of the British 
army in staff work has been glaringly 
disclosed once more. It would seem 
that after the original British lines 
around St. Quentin had been forced 
and Gough's fifth army compelled to 
retreat, that the retreating divisions 
did not preserve a solid front to the 
enemy, but permitted gaps to open 
north of the Somme between them- 
selves and the third British army and 
south of the Somme and the French. 
Through one of these gaps the Ger- 
mans penetrated almost to Albert. 
Through the other they got to Mont- 
didier and temporarily separated the 
French and the British armies. 

Not only was the defeats of Gough's 
army more complete than that of any 
army on the west front since the open- 
ing French defeats in August, 1914, 
but for a time its collapse opened a 
gap in the allied front recalling that 
which a misunderstanding of orders 
created in the union army at Chicka- 
mauga, a battle almost fatal to north- 
ern prospects in the civil war. 

Rawlingson, who succeeds Gough, 
has had a varied career. As command- 
er of the “Immortal Seventh” division 
in the Ypres campaign he gained im- 
perishable laurels. Later.at Loos bad 
staff work under his command was 
responsible for something approxi- 
mating a disaster and he was saved 
from removal only by .the intervention 
of Sir Douglas Haig. The next year at 
the Somme Rawlinson rendered dis- 
tinguished services and’ was _ highly 
praised by Haig, but since that time 
Rawlinson’s star hag been on the wane 
again. He returns now fo the command 
of a defeated army on the scene of his 
own victory in the first battle of the

The force landed was said to 
be small and only sufficient to prevent 
further disorders. 

It was learned officially that’ the 
American government attaches no po- 
litical significance to this incident. 
In other words, it is not regarded as 
being connected in any way with the 
much-discussed possibility of Japanese 
intervention in Siberia. The landing 
party was from a Japanese cruiser sta- 
tioned in Viadivostok harbor. 

Not to Enter Siberia. 

Since the return to Japan from Rus- 
sia of Baron Uchida, the Japanese 
minister to Petrograd, the Japanese 
minister has indicated clearly that 
Japan does not intend at present, at 
least, to enter Siberia in a military 
way without reference to the wishes 
of the. Russian government, unless 
extreme emergency should arise. It 
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has been assumed here that such an 
emergency would be organization of 
the German military prisoners in Si- 
beria into an armed force designed 
to seize control’ of the country, or the 
taking possession by factions hostile 
to the entente allies of the great quan- 
tity of military stores accumulated at 
Viadivostok.

STUDENTS OF SCHOOL 
OF COMMERCE PLAN 
LOCAL LABOR SURVEY 


The statistics class of the School of Com- 
merce of the Georgia School of Technology, 
under the supervision of Professor J. K. 
Stark; has planned a labor survey of Atlanta. 
It is expected that this work will be un- 


dertaken by the class within the next week” 


or two. 

Such a survey was prompted by the con- 
stant inquiries being received from manu- 
facturers and others, who wish, among other 
things, to gather comprehensive informa- 
tion concerning the city’s labor supply. 

This work has been planned by a statis- 
tical expert with a view of gathering to- 
gether for quick perusal valuable informa- 
tion pertaining to labor supply in all com- 
mercial lines of the city.

Win-the-War Spirit 
In Business Letters 


“See that a win-the-war spirit gets into 
your business letters” is the slegan of a 
movement launched today by the department 
of commerce to remind business men that 
the everyday business’ letter is a most ef- 
fective instrument for creating confidence 
in the government's war policies and for in- 
spiring others with the determination to 
see the war through at any cost. 

“The idea was first brought forward in 
connection * with American usiness letters 
to foreign countries,” said Secretary Bar- 
field today. “The volume of our foreign 
business mail is very large. It reaches firms 
in all but the enemy countries. For the 
most part, it is read hy those who are for 
but you may be sure that it reaches 
many who doubt our success and many who 
are at heart against us. I am sure that 
every foreign business man who opens an 
American letter is quick to detect even the 
slightest indication of the writer's feelings 
on the conduct of the war and its outcome. 

“It is of the utmost importance, therefore, 
that the American business letter breathe 
confidence in every line.® If the manufac- 
turer or exporter feels that he has a just 
grievance against restrictions imposed on his 
trade, by all means let him go right to 
headquarters and register as emphatic com- 
plaint as he feels is justified. But he cer- 
tainly should not carry the matter into his 
business letters. it is sure to create an en- 
tirely erroneous impression in some minds. 

“Let the American business man make 
known to the whole world that he is for this 
war and that he is going to see it through, 
regardless of inconvenience, loss oftrade, loss 
of money, or anything else. Every manu- 
facturer ought to be fearless in expressing 
his sentiments even though he may we writing 
to a concern whose sympathies he may sus- 
pect are not wholly with us. Don’t give a 
foreign concern the idea that you are apol- 
ogizing for your govérnment'’s restrictions or 
that you are chafing under them. Spread 
the impressjon, the absolutely correct im- 
pression, that over here we are backing this 
war unqualifiedly.”

scheduled to be the thief assistant secretary 
of war; so are several of “the dollar-a-year 
statesmen’ who are managing important de- 
partments. Frank Vanderlip, William Will- 
cox, Henry L. Stimson, Frank Scott, Daniel 
Willard—they are all republican leaders; and 
they are in some of the most important 
branches of government service. Why Gen- 
eral Pershing is a republican; and only the 
other day General Wood, the military idol of 
this country, say what we please, actually 
held a conference with Roosevelt and Root 
and others looking to the campaign in 1920. 
He didn’t carry his personal stock above 
par by doing so, even in the estimation of 
republicans, but it illustrates—and every in- 
stance I have mentioned  illustrates—that 
President Wilson and his advisors, this dem- 
ocratic administration, indeed, has absolutely 
subordinated politics to the paramount ques- 
tion of war; and the successful mastery of a 
foe that is a foe alike to all our people, re- 
gardless of party or creed. 

There is no criticism, certainly no justi- 
fied criticism, of the president’ for this. 
The only criticism heard has come from 
republican leaders in congress, Senator Lodge 
in the west wing and Nick Longworth, Roose- 
velt’s son-in-law, in the house. And the 
nation accepts this with bad grace,

Would Pay Expenses 
Of Men to Farms. 

Representative Rubey, of Missouri, hag in- 
troduced a bill providing for the payment 
by the government of traveling expenses 
necessary for the transfer of prospective 
farm laborers. The sum of $2,500,000 is set 
aside to carry out the purposes of the bill. 

This act—one of several to assist in help- 
ing the American farmers meet the unusual 
demands upon them—provides for the volun- 
tary mobilization and distribution of farm 
labor in accordance with measures that are 
to be prescribed by the department of agri- 
culture for the purpose of producing and 
harvesting the farm crops of the country 
during the present year. The secretary of 
agriculture is authorized “to advance rail-~ 
road fare and other actual traveling expenses 
for the transport of such labor.” 

The farm labor proposition will be solved, 
as it is, if the measures already enacted are 
made available. The Dent bill provides that 
a farm-hand soldier, in the training 
camps, may be furloughed upon the request 
of that soldier under “rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by the secretary of war.* 
Thousands of such soldiers are anxious to 
get back to their own or their father’s farms 
to help in the planting season. But the sec- 
retary has not yet made those rules. As it 
is, everybody is at sea, and nothing appar-~ 
ently can be done, It has been suggested 
that the “regulations” will not be promul- 
gated until Secretary Baker returns to Wash- 
ington. In that event it will be too late to 
be of service during the planting season in 
the south.

held at Tuskegee Normal and Industrial 
institute today, at which time the prin- 
cipal address was delivered by Hon. 
P. P. Claxton, United States commis- 
sioner of education. The annual meet- 
ing drew to Tuskegee a notable assem- 


| blage of northern and southern men of 


affairs. 

Present were William 
chairman of the board of directors, 
Chesapeake and Ohio and M. K. & T.

Ordinance to End 
Idling in Atlanta 
Ur ged by Stanley 


Georgia Labor Commission- 
er Asks Council Commit- 
tee to Limit Hours Pool 
Rooms Are Allowed to Re- 
main Open to Five a Day. 


Habitual idlers will have to go to 
work for themselves or work on the 
City streets, if the plan of H. M. Stan- 
ley, commissioner of commerce and la- 
bor, is adopted by city council. 

Mr. Stanley appeared before the or- 
dinance committee of council Friday 
afternoon and urged the drafting of 
an ordinance that would prohibit loit- 
ering on street corners, in poolrooms, 
hotel Icbbies, railroad stations and the 
usual places the habitually idle element 
of the city may be found. 

He also urged that a new ordinance 
be drawn that will result in closing 
the poolrooms from 6 a. m. until 6 p. m. 
daily and from 10 o’clock at night until 
5 o'clock in the morning. This would 
give workers chance to play pool four 
hours in the evening and one hour in 
the morning, if they were so fond of 
the game that they would get up be- 
fore 5 a. m. 

No Action on Poolrooms. 

It is not likely that Mr. Stanley’s 
wishes in regard to the poolrooms will 
be crystallized into law, as the mem- 
bers of the finance committee, while 
admitting that-many idlers were to be 
found in poolrooms, also remembered 
that the poolrooms had already been 
licensed to do business and their li- 
censes cannot be revoked without 
cause. No action was taken by the 
committee on this suggestion. 

The idling and loitering license, how- 
ever, will doubtless meet with the ap- 
proval of council. There is a simi- 
lar ordinance the city statutes at 
the present time, but there are one or 
two additions in the new ordinance 
Suggested by Commissioner Stanley 
that may effect a radical change in the 
labor market. 

He suggests that men who have em- 
ployment, but who wish to loiter in 
poolrooms or similar ‘‘hang outs” dur- 
ing their idle hours, should be. re- 
quired to provide themselves with a 
card, showing where they are employed 
and how many hours a week they 
work. A man who can prod@ce a card 
of this kind, under Mr. Stanley's ar- 
rangement, will be immune from arresi 
for loitering, but if a man cannot pro- 
duce such a card to show that he is a 
worker, not a shirker, he will be head- 
ed straight for the stone quarry. 

Mr. Stanley estimates that there are 
from 2,000 to 4,000 idle negroes in the 
city every day. Some of these, he says, 
work two or three days a week, but 
cannot be induced to work longer than 
it requires for them to earn sufficient 
to keep them for a week. 

Wages Are High. 

Work is so plentiful at the present 
time and wages so high that the av- 
erage negro laborer can earn enough 
in three or four dsys to keep him com- 
fortable for a week. This gives him 
three or four daystoidle and the need 
of man-power is so great just now that 
Mr. Stanley does not believe anyone 
is justified in being uselessly idle. 


In compliance with his suggestion 
the ordinance committee will consult 


on 


with the police board and see if it is 
advisable to have a municipal labor 
bureau established to co-operate with 
the federal-state bureau, which has of- 
fices at 16 Séuth Pryor eet. Mr. 
Stanley suggested that coufici] be ask- 
ed to appropriate about $2,500 or $3,000 
for this purpose, but members of the 
ordinance committee felt that there 
would be no chance to get this amount, 
and made a counter proposition that 
a police officer be assigned to the job 
and have his office with the other peo- 
ple who are engaged in thé same kind 
of work.

on the ground. In a great many cases 
the ball Was soiled but slightly. In 
such cases little attention was paid to

force the rule. At that time the mak- 
ers of the major league balls finished 
alt balls with a very high polish. The

In order to do 
away with such an alibi, the makers 
of baseballs finished all balls with a

| Then came the reign of the spit-ball 
' pitcher. In order to keep up the prop- 
ler flow of saliva to moisten the ball 
it was absolutely necessary that the

same. Most of the spit-ball pitchers 
'used a different concoction, although 
slippery elm enjoyed the most popu- 
larity. Others chewed licorice, while

tobacco. In moistening the ball under 
the last two conditions it was only 
natural that the ball should become 
slightly discolored. For a time no at- 
tention was paid to that feature of the 
spit-ball delivery. However, it seemed 
almost at the same time all pitchers 
decided that it was far more difficult 
for the batsman to hit a dark ball than 
a shiny new one. 


Almost overnight the pitching staffs 
the major league clubs started a 
campaign of darkening the balls. It 
seems a number of them must have 
consulted chemists for dope that would 
bring about a dark hue, because all 
kinds of stunts are now in use. d 
pitcher could take a new ball, rub it 
around a couple of times in his glove 
and it would be black. When the um- 
pires got after the pitchers and re- 
peatedly penalized them for such ac- 
tions they simply passed the buck to 
someone else. Getting a new ball, he 
would throw it to the third baseman, 
and it would quickly be passed around 
the infield and come back black. Last 
year we heard much of the black and 
white ball, and it was no myth. A 
pitcher would discolor half the ball. 
leaving the other half perfectly white. 
As it would pass through the air the 
batsman would see it and then lose 
sight of it as it revolved on its way to 
the plate. It was a sure enough optical 
illusion.

Baseball is popuiar because it ts 
easy to follow. It is far easier to ob- 
serve things with a brand-new ball in 
play rather than an old black one. 
During the season the fans constantly 

,call for new balls when the one in 
: play gets black. The practice of soil- 
'ing baseballs is being greatly over- 
done; fandom doesn't like it: it should 
be stopped. It may require drastic 
action on the part of the officials, but 
it must come. It is certain to help 
batting, and that is greatly desired. 
Under the present system new balls 
are so quickly soiled that putting new 
balls into play is hardly more than a 
matter of form. It is an evil that must 
be corrected.

London, April 5.—The recent visit of 
Newton D. Baker, the American secre 
tary of war, The Daily Mail says, was 
a historic one and will leave a lasting 
impression on Anglo-Franco-American 
relations, as it .was then decided that 
American regiments should be brigaded 
with British and French troops on the 
western front. 

Premier Lloyd-George, The Mail 
says, acquainted Secretary Baker with 
the situation and expressed the lively 
desire of the British government for 
the immediate employment of the 
American fighting forces. Secretary 
Baker was much impressed and went to 
France the next day and saw General 
Pershing. 

“The American commander-in-chief,” 
adds The Daily Mail, “in that spirit of 
soldierly generosity and sportsmanship 
which characterized him in his subse- 
quent pronouncement to General Foch, 
assented unhesitatingly. 

“To General Pershing belongs the 
credit for the prompt action of the 
scheme now in effect.” 

In conclusion The Daily Mail says: 

,“It only remains to be said that the 
American troops at the disposal of Gen- 
eral Foch are seasoned veterans of the 
regular United States army. They are 
troops of the same hardy fiber as the 
immortal British first hundred thou. 
sand.”

Obear, chairman of 
the building committee of the Parent- 
Teacher association of the Moreland 
Avenue schoo], states that a mass meet- 
ing has been called to be held in the 
school Monday night to formulate a 
vigorous protest against the action of 
the school board Thursday in deciding 
to spend money on the building by 
transforming it into a school in- 
stead of purchasing a new lot and 
erecting an entirely new structure. 

Say Let Is Too Small. 

Mrs. Obear says she believes a ma- 
jority of the residents of the Moreland 
would be willing to 
appropriates more 
money on the building, by transform- 
be built on a suitable lot, rather than 
have the present building made a per- 
manent school structure. ° 

“The lot on which the present build- 
ing stands is too small for a school 
ground,” said Mrs. Obear Friday. “It 
is not only too small, but it is close 
to a stable and insahitary. The prox- 


| imity of the stable causes the school 


to be filled with dangerous, disease- 
breeding flies during the warm weather. 
Further, the building is old and unsafe. 
Plaster has fallen from the ceiling and 
the plumbing is bad. During the cold 
weather the children could skate in 


the basement of the school.”’ 


Other residents of the Moreland Ave- 


‘nue school district agreed with Mrs. 
|! Obear in her objection to the selection 
‘of the site as a permanent site for a 


school. They say they have been try- 
ing for the past three years to get a 
suitable school for that district and 
now, when they have at last seen the 


chance of getting one, it seems the 
chance is to be lost and a school is to 
be given them in a iocality in which 
it is not wanted.

| that could be purchased for $5,000 to 


$6,000 that would give an abundance of 
room for a new school, and as the schoo! 
board has $20,000, it could buy a good 
lot, build a section of a first-class 
school this summer and build the re- 
mainder later on, When council makes 
an additional appropriation, as it ex- 
pects to do, probably when the June 
apportionment sheet is prepared by 
the finance committee. 
Majer Guinn’s Statement. 


Major R. J. Guinn made the follow- 
ing statement in answer to the com- 
plaint of the Moreland avenue resi- 
dents: 

“It was highly necessary that the 
board adopt some plan to arantee an 
adequate school building for Moreland 
avenue by the opening of. the next 
school by the opening of the nex 
lots we had offered us could not be pur- 
chased with the $20,000 set aside by the 
council for that purpose.

BRAZIL PLANS FOR _ . 
BIG CROP OF COTTON 


Washington, April 5.—Despite a loss 
} of $27,000,000 in the 1917 cotton crop of 
Brazil, owing to the ravages of the 
pink boll worm, extensive new areas 
have been planted this season because 
of the prevailing high prices, and a 
large crop is expected, according to 
consular dispatches received today.

In the atate of Piauhy the boll worm 
caused a loss of one-third of the 1917 
crop. In Ceara the loss was two-thirds 
of the crop, amounting to $10,000,000.

A gold star is mute testimony that 
some one has laid his life on his coun- 
try’s altar, but as yet no star has been 
adopted to replace the blue one when 
a young fighter has been wounded and 
discharged as no longer able to serve

Whatever star may be designated, 
one will soon shine forth from among 
a field of eleven blue stars on 
the service flag of Lockwood, Greene 
& Co., architects, in the Healey build- 
ing. It will be added for Thomas Scott, 
who near the beginning of the war 
eevered his connection with the com- 
pany to go “over there.” 

At Albert, near where much fighting 
has been done during the recent Ger- 
man drive, yowsg Scott got a fragment 
shell through his knee when his bat- 
talion, the 21st Canadian, stormed and 
captured a sugar refinery octupied by 
the enemy. Surgeons told him that he 
was permanently injured, and he re- 
ceived a discharge.
